Crash Scene 
IOO Miles So uth 
Of New Orleans 


NEW ORLEANS UP) — A 
Natio nal Airlines plane carry ­ 
ing 3 6 passengers and a crew 
o f six went do wn in deep wa­ 
ters o f the Gulf o f Mex ico 
early to day . Co ast Guard heli­ 
co pters sighted sev eral bo dies 
flo ating amid widely scatter­ 
ed wreckage. 


Th e fou r-engine p lane, enrou te 
from Miami to New Orleans, lost 
contact with radio ch eck p oints 
sh ortly after midnigh t. 
Th e Coast Gu ard 
located th e 
wreckage about. IOO miles south 
east of New Orleans, and abou t 25 
miles from th e sou th ern tip of 
Louisiana. 
Th e crash was strikingly simi­ 
lar to th e crash of a National Air 
lines p lane in Febru ary 1953, wh en 
46 p ersons died 
Th e p lane, National Fligh t 967 
v anish ed in a fog th at env elop ed 
th e area so qu ickly th at Moisant 
International Airp ort at New Or 
leans h ad to amend its midnigh t 
forecast. Th e p lane was already 
ov erdu e at fog-sh rou ded Moisant 
wh en th e amended! forecast came 
out. 
Th e p lane was abou t a h alf h ou r 
ou t of Moisant wh en it drop p ed 
off th e radar screen th at h ad been 
tracking it. Th e aircraft was fly 
ing at 14,000 feet ov er th e 450-mile 
ov erwater rou te from Miami. 
A radar station at Dau p h in Is 
land, ju st sou th of Mobile, Ala. 
said it was watch ing th e p lane on 
its screen “ wh en it ju st drop p ed 
o ff” 
Th e p lane carried standard es 
cap e equ ip ment 
for 
ov er-water 
fligh t, 
inclu ding 
inflatable 
life 
jackets for each crewman and p as 
senger. 
Th e p lane stop p ed at Tamp a 
Fla., after leav ing Miami and p ick 
ed u p IO more p assengers. 
Th e crash today and th e one in 
1953 h ad some striking p arallels. 
Th e p lanes were on th e same ru n. 
th e weath er conditions were abou t 
th e same and both carried ap p rox i­ 
mately th e same p assenger load. 
Th e 1953 crash resu lted in a rash 
of law suits, one of wh ich wag set­ 
tled only last week by th e U.S. 
Su p reme Court. 
Th e h igh cou rt denied a National 
Airlines p etition for a rev iew of an 
order awarding $250,000 to Mrs. 
Bery le Wh iteman Stiles, widow of 
one of th e v ictims. 
Th e Coast Gu ard ordered an all- 
out search .including a sp ecially 
equ ip p ed 9 5-foot search and rescu e 
v essel. Teams of doctors and full 
medical equ ip ment w'ere readied 
and p riv ate v essels joined th e h u nt.

A kep t p ress, y ellow journalism, 
advertising kickbacks and circu­ 
lation w ars fought with hired gang­ 
sters are not the accep ted p rac­ 
tices they were in the last century . 
A few p ap ers and writers still go 
strong for sensationalism and un­ 
inhibited 
use 
of 
the 
unchecked 
fact. When they get hold of a good, 
juicy , sex m urder or call-girl scan­ 
dal story , they usually give it the 
full treatm ent. 


But the all o ut scandal sheets 
that flo urished ev en as late as 
the 19‘IOx ami 8 0s hav e largely 
disappeared. Tho se that hav en*! 
go ne are go ing. 


The reason is that the racketeers 
and shy sters have been driven out 
of the newsp ap er business. They 
failed at it. And to its credit, the 
American p ress has cleaned house 
without benefit of any code au­ 
thorities, acts of Congress, state, or 
federal regulatory agencies. 
The cleanup in the moving p ic­ 
ture industry — still going on — 
has followed a different p attern. A 
large p art of the bad nam e the 
movies got came from the p ersonal 
conduct of show p eop le who thought 
their p rivate lives were bey ond 
judgment by normal standards of 
decency . 


The corrup tion of I buries Van 
D urra and his ilk by TV q uiz 
show p romoters is p ale stuff com ­ 
p ared 
to 
the 
F atty 
Arbuckle 
scandals of a few decades hack. 
Blit they , p lus the low-level trash 
p ut on film by Holly wood's get­ 
richq uick p roducers, led to the 
1922 ap p ointment of the late Will 
II. Hay s as movie czar to clean 
up the industry . 


Even this didn't work too well. 
A new moving p icture p roduction 
code adop ted in 1930 failed to p re­ 
vent what became known as the 
Mae West era. What hap p ened was 
that studio p roduction committees, 
sup p osed to de a r film stones and 
scrip ts, indulged in back-scratch­ 
ing. "You vote for my suggestive 
p icture and 1 11 vote for y ours.” 
So, in 1934. an indep endent Produc­ 
tion Code Administration had to be 
set up by the Motion Picture As­ 
sociation of America, the trade or­ 
ganization over which an outsider, 
Erie Johnston, 
now p resides as 
czar — a title he doesn't use. 
Geoffrey M. Sherlock is director 
of the Production Code Adminis­ 
tration. Its certificate of ap p roval 
is req uired before any film goes 
into p roduction. 
It keep s the movies reasonably 
resp ectable, though changing p ub­ 
lic morality standards seem to let 
too 
m any 
Brigitte 
Bardot-ty p e 
films get to the screen. 
Prom a moral standp oint, radio 
and TV p roducers have tried to 


respo nsibility to the sa m e tv j>es 
o f 
pro mo ters, 
hucksters, 
and 
sho wmen who gav e the publish­ 
ing 
and 
mo v ing 
picture 
busi­ 
nesses their ill repute in their 
earlier day s. 


Whether Chairman Glen Harris 
(D-Ark.) and his legislative over­ 
sight subcommittee can draft a 
law which will p revent this, when 
they resume hearings in December, 
rem ains to be seen. 


But the ex p erience of the news­ 
p ap er and moving p icture indus­ 
tries indicates that the newer art 
forms and media of communication 
must first m ature enough to drive 
the undesirable elements out of 
their own studios. 


So far, the National Association 
of Broadcasters and the TV Infor­ 
mation Bureau have not been able 
to even make a start at this self­ 
p olicing.

To find out more about factors 
that tend to shorten life ex p ect­

ordered a survey committee of the 
Society of Actuaries to ex amine 
the records of some five million 
of their p olicy holders. 
At a cost of 2 5 million dollars, 
some 35 tons of p unched cards 
were fed into a Univac, and elec­ 
tric comp uters were used to relate 
the age at death with factors such 
as height, weight and blood p res­ 
sures. 


In a rep ort that runs to 268 
p ages with 150 statistical charts, 
the committee cam e up with one 
obvious fact, 
and 
its 
chairman 
with one rather risky suggestion. 
The obvious fact is that over­ 
weight p ersons with high 
blood 
p ressures have a shorter life ex ­ 
p ectancy than those p ersons whose 
weights and blood p ressures are 
within average limits. 
The 
risky 
suggestion 
is 
that 
doctors “ look more carefully at 
the whole blood p ressure p roblem 
and decide to lower p ressures by 
sy stematic use of available drugs.” 
Here are so me o f the reaso ns 
that make it risky to base m edi­ 
ca l 
treatment, 
especia lly 
with 
po werful drugs, o n m a ss sta tis­ 
tics: 


• The two blood p ressure read­ 
ings. taken by insurance ex am in­ 
ers for use in the actuarial study , 
m ay have been misleadingly high. 
Medical authorities recognize that

What is under­ 
weight for a Jackie Gleason might 
be overweight for a Fred Astaire. 
Now, if there were no danger in

there'd be no great harm p rescrib* I 
ing them for every one whose of-!

warn that none is “ without its p o­

George Mean y su ggests that 
Presiden t Eisen hower call a 
labor - man agemen t meetin g. 
Eisen hower may do so. 


Mean y gav e these reason s for 
proposin g it: (I) to av oid a re­ 
cu rren ce of lon g, costly strikes, as 
in steel; 
(2) To improv e labor- 
m an agem en t relation s, especially 
to cope with risin g Sov iet econ om­ 
ic power; an d (3) to av oid tou gher 
laws by Con gress. 
M ean y * most compellin g rea­ 
son is probably fear of action by 
Con gress when it retu rn s in Jan ­ 
u ary to protect the cou n try from 
the damage of big strikes. 
That action cou ld ran ge all the 
way from some harm less, du ck- 
in g-the-issu e win dow-dressin g to a 
ban on big strikes an d compu lsory 
arbitration . 
No m atter what, it 
wou ld mean gov ern men t in terfer­ 
en ce. 
If 
Eisen hower 
calls 
a 
labor- 
m an agemen t con feren ce an y time 
soon , it will take the edge off de­ 
man ds 
for 
con gression al 
action 
u n til the resu lts are seen , pro­ 
v ided there 
are n o more big 
Strikes in the mean time. 
The altern ativ e to restrain ts im ­ 
posed by the gov ern men t is for 
labor an d m an agem en t to agree 
on restrain ts for themselv es for 
the good of the rest of the cou n ­ 
try . T hat’s a big gimmick. 
The task of gettin g two power­ 
fu l grou ps to y ield an y of their 
freedoms withou t compu lsion is 
still on e of the problems of politi­ 
cal philosophy . 
With labor u n ion s free to strike 
to back u p their deman ds an d 
m an agem en t free to refu se the de­ 
m an ds, a big strike becomes a 
test of stren gth at pu blic ex pen se.

with Vice President Richard M. Nixon.

WASHINGTON ( I P) 
— Presidential politics is a chancy 
business, where many plan and scheme and cov et but only 
one is chosen. 
And nowhere are plans more carefully thought out and 
drawn than in the young, bustling political camp of Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon. 
Right now the plans call 
for Nixon to lie low. He has 
only one speak ing engage­ 
ment the rest of this year, at 
a sports award dinner in New 
York . The big driv e comes in 
January and February. 
Ideally, a politician nev er sees 
an 
acquaintance 
without 
being 
able to recall his name immed­ 
iately, nev er is ask ed a question 
without hav ing a ready answer, 
complete 
with 
statistics, 
nev er 
faces an explosiv e situation with­ 
out hav ing prev iously check ed on 
the location of the fire escapes. 
Does Homework 
No politician succeeds complete­ 
ly, of course. But Nixon k eeps the 
ideal in mind always. He is a firm 
believ er in political homework 
“There is no such thing as a 
good, off-the-cuff speech,” he will 
tell you. 
Coming from him, this seems 
surprising. Unless it’s an official 
document from which he wants to 
quote, he nev er carries so much 
as a note with him when he’s m ak ­ 
ing a speech. Yet Nixon prepares 
his thoughts, if not his precise 
words, carefully. A manuscript, he 
believ es, gets between him and the 
audience. 
Confirms Opinion 
He is conv inced that politicians 
who use mechanical prom pters on 
telev ision are wrong. “ Your eyes 
get that glassy stare,” he says, 
and adds w ith a grin: “ People 
tend to think you're cock eyed any­ 


way without your actually look ing 
that way.” 
This reporter has just returned 
from three days of campaigning 
with Nixon through snow in Wis­ 
consin, rain in Indiana, fog in the 
East. 
Technically, this was no cam ­ 
paign at all. Nixon hasn’t an­ 
nounced whether he wall be a 
presidential candidate, and some 
humorist on his staff ev en called 
this a nonpolitical tour. 
Not Vacation 
But .since he was shak ing hands 
and talk ing with state politicians 
constantly — one day lasted a full
